‘TBE outa board ts not new—many 
of us remember its immediate pred- 
ecessor, the planchette. But its pedi- 
gree can be traced far back of the 
planchette, its first “ancestors of ree- | 
ord” being, apparently, the device used 
by Hilarius and his fellow conspliri- 
tors to discover who would succeed 
the Roman emperor, Valens, who died 
A. D, 878, Hilarius, under torture, de- 
scribed the device used us a little ta- 
ble with three legs bearing a disc on 
which were inscribed the twenty-four 
letters commonly used in the Latin 
alphabet. The diviner held over this 
table a ring suspended by a thread 
and the ring, sway‘ng first to one and 
then to another of the letters, spelled 
out the answer to the question usked 
of “Weejee.” 

With Hilarius the ring spelled out 
“Theod—,” whereupon one of those 
present cried out “Theodorus.” This 
brought Theodorus and the Oulja party 
to the executioner. But nevertheless, 
Valens was succeeded by Thevdosius, 
thus vindicating the oulja of the day 
in the minds of the populace. 

The selection of the letters, as 
every sensible person knows, results 
from unconscious muscular movement 
on the part of the operator—to which 
a suspended ring was even more re 
sponsive than the device used at pres- 
ent. The rest is merely a survival of 
the “spiritism” of primitive man who 
sought to account for natural phenom- 
ena by ascribing it to supernatural 
agencies and thus surrounded himself 
with Invisible spirits which he suspect- 
ed of constantly Interfering in his af- 
fairs and which he was constantly try- 
ing to bring under his own control by 
“trick and device.”

There he 
works every day from 9 to 5, and 
occasionally longer. His customers 
sit with him while he repairs their 
clothes, for most of them have no 
second suit to change into; and 
often he says, it is not a matter of 
sewing buttons on trousers, but 
trousers on buttons. He deals with 
the clothes of some 250 men a 
month, and has ‘the satisfaction of 
knowing that, thanks to his serv- 
ices, very many have been able to 
find work again.

During the year 21,032 wild ani- | 
mals were reported to have been | 
destroyed, of which 1,706 were;

and 1,743 wolves. A sum of 171,-} 
170 rupees was paid in rewards, | 
against 165,367, rupees in the previ- | 
ous year.

Virginia Truck Crops 
(By Carter Wormeley) 


Richmond—Virginia is one 
of the most important truck 
crop producing states in the 
Union, according to recent 
statistics compiled by Henry 
M. Taylor, Statistician for 
the Federal Department of 
Agriculture. The total value 
of all truck crops grown for 
shipment during ‘1925 was 
$24,605,000 which was an in- 
crease of approximately $1,- 
200,000 over the value of the 
1924 crops. These statistics 
do not include the value of 
vegetables produced in mar- 
ket gardens in the territory 
adjacent to the towns and 
cities of the State. No sta- 
tistics are available. for these 
crops; but it is believed that 
the value would amount to 
several million dollars each 
year. 

Virginia ranks first among 
all states of the Country in 
the production of early po- 
tatoes; second, in the pro- 
duction cf spinach, losing po- 
sition to Texas for the first 
time owing to the light yield 
of the crop last spring; second 
in the production of straw- 
berries; fourth, in cabbage; 
fifth, in snap beans; eighth, 
in cucumbers; and tenth, in 
watermelons. There are 
very few states which surpass 
Virginia in the value and var- 
iety of truck crops produced. 

The total acreage in truck 
crops in 1925 was estimated 
to be 136,000, while the acre- 
age in 1924 was 151,000. 
‘This decrease in acreage was 
causediby a large reduction 
i early potato crop.| 
The principal truck produc- 
ing sections are the Eastern 
Shore, the Norfolk Section, 
the lower Peninsula, and a 
small section in Smyth and 
Wythe Counties in Southwest; 
Virginia.

| crops duriug "1925 as com- 
pared With 1924, largely due 


to the -unfavorable weather 
conditions, Better prices, 
however, tended to offset the 
smaller production so growers 
generally received more mon- 
ey than in the previous year. 
The value of the principal 
truck crops was as follows: 
early potatoes, $13,447,000; 





cabbage, $3,057,000; straw- 
berries, $3,021,000; spinach, 
$2,020,000; snap beans, $738- 
000; tomatoes for table, $716,-

Weird Medicines in 
Use Among Chinese 
If medicine 1s the horror of child- 
hood in western countries, it might 
be considered a veritable Dante's 
Inferno done up in pharmaceutical 
form in China, judging by the fear- 
ful compounds which invalids have 
Shanghai is a clearing 
house for Chinese medicines—hun- 
dreds of different kinds of grasses, 
seeds, fruits, leaves, insects, roots 
and a miscellaneous class which the 
customs designate “sundries.” Many 
Chinese medicines are the good, old 
family herbs which grardmother 
used to pick and use with an efficacy 
greater than that of dispevsary 
preparations, but the majority are 
not so palatable. Among the things 
imported as Chinese medicines inte 
Shanghai ere toad cakes, pea pods, 
dried pomegranate skin, fowls’ giz- 
zards, dried snakes, scorpions, tigers’ 
bones, centipedes and worms. Re- 
cently the customs had to pase one 
of the strangest medicines ever hu- 
man man had to take. None of the 
ingredients of the brew compounded 
by the witches for Macbeth was so 
fearful. It was a kind of fungus 
called “tui kou chun,” meaning “op- 
posite the mouth” plant. It gets its 
name because it grows near the 
mouth of corpses in coffins, This 
medicine, the Chinese say, is priced 
for its curative properties in con- 


sumption and brings about $8,000 ' 


pound. This fungus was sent op 
from Canton especially packed in a 
glass case. If there is one reflection 
to be made on these. medicines it is: 
How on earth do the Chinese keép 
in that fit, robust and healthy con- 
dition which makes them the most 
hardy farmers and laborers in the 
world ?—Chicago Daily News.

Don’t Mean What It 
Does in America. 

Washington.—Because the three-bil- 
Mon-bushel corn crop in the Unitéd 
States for the past season apparently, 
cannot be marketed satisfactorily 
elther in the suck or “on the hodf,” 
‘corn holds the center of the economic 
—and even the political—stage | fn 
America just now. i 

“Just what is corn?’ asks a bulle-| 
tin from the Washirigton (D. C.) head- 
quarters of the National Geographic, 
society. Paibe° 

“The youngest farm lad will be sure 
he can shswer that questfoa fully,” |; 
continues the bulletin. “But!¢an he? 

“Tell an Englishman that.» bumper 
corn crop is causing our farmers eco-|, 
nomic distress und he will not think of 
fields of great, tall stalks and big gold-'|(!! 
en ears, but of waving wheat-and boge |, 
elevators. You must speak of ‘maize’ |” 
{f you would have him understand. 

“Talk to a South African of elther 
corn or muize and he will fail to get 
your meaning. He grows the same 
plant with its grain-studded cobs, but 
it {s ‘mealies’ to him. So uround the 
world you will find what we know as 
‘corn’ growing under half a dozen | 
Allases, while in other English-speak: | 
ing countries ‘corn’ means something | 
entirely different. 

“‘Corn’ is an English word of long 
standing. Of old, it meant any small, 
bard, granule. ‘Pepper-corn' ts one 
survival, while ‘corned’ beef :is, sur- 
prisingly, auother. ‘Corned’ meat gets 
ite name from the fact that it was first 
prepared with course gruiny of salt— 
‘salt-corna’ Even ‘acorn’ has had a 
misspelling legitimetized because early 
Englishmen naturally mistook {ts der- 
tvation to be from ‘omk-corn.' 

Corn and Lawn Grasses Are Cousins. 

“From {ts very general meaning 
‘corn,’ used lone, came in time to 
mean the small grains of the cereal 
plants such barley, wheat, oats, 
ete.; and finally, in England and some, 
of the colonies it usually meant wheat, 
‘Corn’ meant the cereals in gene: 
at the time of the colonization 
America, and since ‘Indian corn,’ wi 
the predomiuant grain crop tn the Net 
world, It soon monapolized the nag. 

“To those who have not dubbled {ft 
botany the classification of corn, often 
reaching a height of 20 feet, as a 
grass, {sa bit surprising. It Is, how- 
ever, Just as truly « grass as the tiny 
plants that carpet golf greena, the suc- 
culent follage that covers pastures, the, 
cereals, wheat, oats, rice, and the like, 
sor its closer kinsmen, the sugar-canes 
find the sorghums. Corn 1s often 
called a ‘glant gra It ts rather a 
conservative giant, though, beside its 
cousin, bamboo, ‘the grass that grows. 
into the sky.’ Bamboo attains a height 
of 125 feet and more. 

“The confuston {n regard to corn Is 
increased by the existence of still oth- 
er ‘corns.’ ‘Kafr corn,’ also a’ grass, 
and a cousin of Indian corn, ts one of 
the grain sorghums. It carries its 
round seeds not on ears but in an 
upright plume at the very top of its 
stalk where Indian corn has {ts grain- 
less‘tassel. It did not reach America 
until: after 1330. 

“Jerusalem corn is somewhat like 
Kafr corn and the other grain gor: 
ghums (milo, maze, durra, ete.) but 
{ta seed-clusters hang downward, the 
ends of the stalk being bent over... It.

teen-year-old Bengt Stroemgreen. soo

Surgeons Make Record 
in Heart Treatment 
In one of London’s morning news- 
papers a surgeon tells of an opera- 
tion performed for the first time on 
the humen heart. The patient, a 
young girl, had suffered for four 
years from mitral stenosis, or the 
gradual closing of one of the four 
valves of the heart. As treatment 
seemed of no avail, it was decided 
that an operatiom was necessary. A 
large flap of skin and muscle over 
the girl’s heart was laid back and 
the ribs over the cardiac area were 
removed. The pericardium, or sac 
containing the heart, was then ex- 
posed to view, and the heart itself 
could be scen pulsating at the rate 
of 128 beats to the minute. The sac 
was opened, an incision was made 
inthe auricle (one of the four 
chambers of the heart) and the 
gloved “finger of the surgeon was 
inserted as a plug to stop the im- 
‘mediate fountain of blood. After 
examination it was decided not to 
cut the valve as had been intended 
but merely to dilate it with the 
finger. This the surgeon did slow- 
ly and with infinite care and with- 
out mishap. The pericardium closed, 
the ribs, muscles and the skin were 
teplaced layer by layer. During it 
all the heart maintained a nearly 
normal pulsation, which became 
wholly normal when the chest was 
closed. The patient made a speedy 
recovery and when last heard of was 
perfectly well.

‘Scientist Also Notes Decrease 
of Little Toe Bones. 


Baltimore, Md.—Tendency of the bu- 
man ear to become smaller, except the 
Jobe, which remains a kind of provision 
of nature “to give women something to 
bang ornaments on,” was cited among 
other things by Dr. Adolph Schultz as 
demonstrating in his opinion the pres- 
ent-day working of evolution. De 
creasing number of small bones in 
the little toe and the passing of the 
wisdom tooth are others. 

Doctor Schultz is associate in an- 
thropology in Johns Hopkins Medical 
school and is widely known for his re- 
search concerning the bodily structure 
of man as compared with the primates. 

For the edification ofe man—and 
woman, too—who Is prone to belleve 
that he is perhaps « perfect speci- 
men, Doctor Schultz enumerated the 
following as not certainly but quite 
Ukely to be wrong with him: 

His eyes are not in the same hori- 
gontal plane. 

His ears are not of the same size. 

His mouth Is bigger on one side, and 
the sides are not on the same level. 

His right arm is longer than his 
deft. 

One foot is larger than the other. 

His collar bone is not symmetrical. 

“Man, however, is not the only one

Codfish, dry, fresh, or salted is rich 
tm fodine. The lack of this element In 
our diet Is an important 
cause for enlarged thy- 
rotd giands and goiter. 
To make any common

Codfish Souffie—Cook 
one-half of a green pep- 
per and onehalf an 
onion, both chopped, in twa table 
spoonfuls of butter. Mix two cupfuls 
of mashed potatoes with one cupful of 
cooked fiaked codfish, add the well 
beaten yolks of two eggs and fold in 
the stiffly deaten whites.

cupful of well buttered crumbs and 
bake in @ moderate oven until the 
crumbs dre brown. 

Codfish en Casserole—Take one can 
of tomatoes, two cupfuls of cooked 
spaghetti or macaroni, one onion 
sliced, one-half cupful of fiaked fish, 
! and one-half cupful of buttered crumbs. 
adding a bit of cayenne pepper. Stm- 
mer the tomato and sliced onion with 
the seasoning until the onion is tender. 
In a buttered casserole place a layer! 
of spaghetti, then of fish, one of to- 
mato and finish with buttered crumbs.

Increase in Gas 
Tax Receipts 
(By Carter Wormeley) 


kKichmond—The collection 
of the gasoline tax fur the 
month of January, 1926, as 
reported by the Motor Ve- 
hicle Commissioner, totals 
$258,021.42. These figures 
exceed the collectons for 
January, 1925, by $25,836.07 
amounting toa 10 percent 
increase. The increase for 
January; 1926, over the same 
month for 1924, amounted to 
$40,206 30. 

The healthy growth in this 
source of revenue means a 
much earlier completion of 
the state highway system, 
particularly taking into con- 
sideration the contemplated 
increase of this tax by the 
present General Assembly of 
11-2 cent. 

Had the gasoline tax been 
fixed at 41-2 cent when the 
law first became effective, the 
January collections for 1926 
would have amounted to 
$387,000. 

Since the gasoline tax law 
was first passed, there. has 
been collected $9,000,531.47. 
The law became effective the 
latter part of June, 1923, 
Had the tax been a 41-2 cent 
at that time, the total reve- 
nue derived from this source

a full yield. 

The ammonia or nitrogen 
might have stayed in the 
soils until the winter rains 
but these have washed: out 
practically all that remain. d: 
Potash, he states, Is-not. easi- 
ly le.ched out but it is fixed 
by chemical action soon after 
being applied and these com- 
binations grow less soluble 
with age so’ there is: little 
likelihood that the potash 
will be of value. 

With phosphate; the same 
is true. Phosphate dirsolyes 
readily in the soil: moisture 
when first applied but is then 
almost immediately ‘fixed. by 
chemical action with the 
soil minera's. and will not 
be readily available now. 

Experiments have shown, 
states Mr. Willis, that appli- 
cations of phosphate to soils 
two. weeks before planting 
produce less crop than appli-

It is very important for the proper 
development of the pullets that they 
be separated from the old birds. Par 
ticularly is this true for late hatched 
and {mmature pullets. 

Remember that much mash Is neéé- 
ed for production. but that ample graif 
must be fed to give the birds proteé 
tion from the cold. 

Some form of artificial lighting to 
offset the short days pays wel)’ when 
used on these pullets.

Handy Flashlamp 

A new flashlight, designed to aid 
the man who needs both hands on 
the job, has just been developed by. 
a New York manufacturer, says the 
Scientific American. 

It differs from the conventional 
style of flashlight in that the lens is 
on the side instead of at the end. It 
is equipped with a steel clip, which 
makes it possible to attach the flash- 
light to a belt or pocket and throw 
@ beam of light upon the task to be 
done, leaving both hands free for 
the work. It is particularly adapted 
for linemen in the empldy of, public 
service corporations; for night re- 
pairmen in industrial plents; for 
Maintenance gangs; for repair 
gangs on bridges, culverts, tunnels, 
ete., and for the lone motorist with 
engine trouble or a puncture. 


Cooking by Exhaust 

A mechanic of Columbus, Ohio, 
has invented a device by which mo- 
torists may now utilize the exhaust 
from their motors to cook their 
camp suppers, says the Scientific 
American. The contrivance uses & 
small peteock to close the exhaust 
pipe. A pipe connection is fitted to 
the exhaust manifold and joins with 
@ round circular burner. This burn- 
er is provided with circular ribs, to 
prevent exhaust flames from -jump- 
ing. Similar ribs are built to the 
bottom of pots and frying pans te 
obtain « maximum of heat. When 
|. the motor if idle the exhaust heat is | 
forced through the burner. . Suffi- | 
‘cient heat is generated for any out- 
door cooking.

GOOD SUGGESTIONS 
FOR WINTER LAYER 


“The sticcessfal poultryman knows 
that the winter eggs are the profit- 
uble-eggs. -He knows, too, that to 
secpre a constant supply of eggs dur- 
jog winter the laying hens. must be 
Kept comfortable. The condition of | 
the poultry house at this’ aeason’ {s | 
therefore of great importance. | 

“A hen that uses up the food given { 
her to keep her body warm cannot | 
be expected to lay many high-priced | 
eggs,” says Prof. D, S. Weaver of | 
the department of agricultural en- | 
gineering at the North Carolina State 
college. “We should took to the con- 
dition of the poultry house and see 
that there is plenty of litter on the 
floor; that the walls are tight to/ 
prevent drafts and that we have win- 
dows to admit light and air. ‘These 
are requisite for heavy production 
of winter eggs.” 

Professor Weaver states that the 
windows should open on the south 
side, of the house and should be 
equipped with curtains so that they 
might be ralsed during the day to 
admit sunlight and slr and closed 
at night to keep out the cold. 

Longer. working days for the hens 
may be secured by installing elec 
tric lights, statés Professor ‘Weaver. 
An automatic switch may be used to 
turn on the lights before daylight in 
the morning and after sundown in 
the. afternoon, Such a ‘switch will 
save lots of trouble apd add to the 
esx. proiuctioh when the proper 
amount of good feed is supplied 

“Nor should we forget that hens 
like plenty of water In winter,” says 
Professor Weaver. “This watér should 
be ice cold but freah and pure each 
day.”

Preventive Measure in 
Dealing With Diseases 


Several years ago. sheep producers 
of the corn belt became convinced that 
if they were to grow sheep profitably 
they must rotate their pastures ip or- 
der to prevent worms from injuring 
their flock. In more recent years the 
hog producers have adopted « similar 
plan In order to avoid many of the 
diseases that cause loss. At present 
poultry producers are beginning to 
cealize that many ef the diseases that 
are causing heavy flock losses can be 
prevented by following plans similar | 
to those adopted by sheep and hog 
men. 


Most beavy poultry losses can be 
traced to the fact that the birds are 
raised on the same ground year after 
year without paying attentien to the 
prevention of worm {ofestation or 
disease infection. 

Dr. Charles Murray, Iowa’ State ¢o}- 
lege, who inspects| the sick poultry 
sent to Ames by lows farmers, is re- 
sponsible ‘Yor the statement that coc- 
cidiosis is the cause of a large per- 
centage of the loss among young 
chickens, especially among those that 
are over two weeksef age. In out- 
Uning the trouble, Docter Murray lays 
particular emphasis on need. of 
preventive measures in dealing with 
the disease. +

Exhaust Stack Blamed 
§ for Plane Disasters 

Army air experts believe that in 
the exhaust stack they have found 
the firebug largely responsible for 
the tendency of crashed planes to 
burst into flames and which has cost 
many lives. The much repea’ 
“flaming coffins” designation of 
certain old types of army planes 
by Col. William Mitchell arose from 
this tendency. 

An air service report said that 
30 crash tests were conducted on 
obsolete airplanes. It was discov- 
ered that the exhaust stack was a 
very serious source of fire, and that 
if it were possible to so design an 
exhaust stack that it would be cool 
enough to prevent the self-ignition 
of gasoline or oil sprayed into the 
stack, the number of fires would 
be very greatly reduced.

Light Develops Beans 

The stronger the light the bush- 
ier your beans, the weaker it is, the 
taller they grow. Cut off the top of 
the spectrum by filtering out the 
blue light and all the rays above it, 
and even bush beans will show a 
tendency to twine. These are, in 
rough outline, the results of the ex- 
periments of Prof. H. W. Popp of 
Pennsylvania State college. Pro- 
feesor Popp did a large part of his 
work at the Boyce Thompson insti- 
tute at Yonkers, N. Y., using the 
elaborate light-controlling appara- 
tus there. He planted soy beans in 
separate compartments, and gave 
them light of graded intensity, 
ranging from over 4,000 candles 
down to 26. In all his plants, 
growth in length was greater under 
the moderately weak lights, though 
not under the weakest ones, and the 
latent tendency of the stalks to} 
twine developed in the same sets. )

“In Fossils to Be Ground | 


for Medicine. 

Peking, China—The fame of “dra- 
gen bone medicine” among the Chinese 
of the interior province of Szechuan 
has led to remarkable discoveries of 
remains of long extinct animal forms 
by 2 member of the Central Asiatic 
expeditién under Roy Chapman An- 
drews. Drawn by reports of « trade 
in “dragen bones” which has ffour- 
ished along the middle Yangtze for 
seven or. eight centuries, Walter 
Granger, paleontologist of the expedi- 
tion, investigated and foubd fossils of 
thirty-five to forty animals of the 
Pleistocene age.

“at Cincinnati, on the Ohio, Mark 
Twain embarked on his career a5 & 
river steamboat pilot. The war which 
wiped out the steamboat era took bis 
Job, too. At one time two-thirds of 
the steamboat tonnage of the United 
States was on the Middle West rivers. 
On the Obio and other Mississippl 
tributaries there were more steain 
posts than in ail the ports of Great 
Britain. 

“Few people see the modern pageant 
of the Ohio. They glimpse the river 
from # pullman car window and thus 
confirm by vision a geograpby lesson 
of their ‘teens about a twisting lint 
on the map. The pageant is spread at 
any one of the locks between Pitts 
burgh and Cairo; locks which are 110 
feet wide (the width of Panama canal 
jocks) and 600 feet long. Each loce 
fs linked to the opposite bank by & 
‘house of cards’ collapsible dam. A 
series of panels, usually four feet 
wide, propped up by heavy struts, 
breasts the current.

USE SEAPLANES 


TO HUNT WHALES 


Vancouver Concerns Try 
New Method to Increase 
Year’s Catches. 


Vancouver, B. C—For the first time 
in the history of the industry sea- 
Dlanes will be used toe hunt whales off 
‘Vancouver island and Queen 
island this season. 

Thus with one mighty movement 
have. the antiquated whale-hunting 
methods, which have been in use for 

many years, been scrapped in favor of 
the most advanced methods known to 
the business, 

Capt. George Le Marquand, one of 
the veteran whaling experts of the 
Pacific coast, admits the whales will 
Bot be actually killed by the planes 
‘The big air cruisers will be utilized 
fto,locate the whales and will direct 
the work of the whaling crews in 
much the same mannér they were 
used during the war to direct the 
Movements of troops and point guns 
for the artillery. 

With the big seaplase to guide them 
the ships belonging to « whaling fieet 
will work in co-operation, instead of 
individually, as was the previous cus- 
tom. Tlils will eliminete the rivairy 
between ships, but Captain Marquand 
believes the new system will result,in 
a bigger catch. 

Signals Nearest Whaler. 

Wheb the airman sights 2 mammal 
he will signal the nearest whaler, di- 
rect the boat to the creature and then 
fy on in quest of other game. After 
the pilot has signaled the location of 
a whale the whaler will turn inte the 
course designated. When the quarry 
has xnipea brought into range the har-. 

poon gun will fire its projectile into 
the vitals of the monster and with the 
outward pull will spread its forks and 
stick fast: 

Folléwing- the kill the whale ts 
pumped fuligof air to keep it afloat 
and in tte-side is stuck « red fieg on & 
long. marking pole, which is visible for 
# long distance. The mammal is thea 
left floating until the ship picks it up 
and tows it back te port at the end of 
the dey, together with whatever eise 
may have been killed. There the fac- 
tory manufactures whalebone, ferttl- 
izer, various grades of olf and puts 
Up some of the meat in tins. 

During the last few years the whal- 
ing industry of the north Pacific has 
alipped steadily down the scale in the 
average of production. Catches have 
been smaller and the markets have 
not always been dependable. 

Admit Catches Are Poor. 

Officials of Victoria and Vancouver 
whaling concens, whose boats are the 
Tost numerous in ali the Pacific coast 
territory, admit their trade has ian- 
guished. Sometimes, they say, the 
catches of the last several years bare- 
ly paid for the upkeep of the whaling 
stations, the ships and the crews. 

This year the Consolidated Whaling 
corporation will enter the season with 
six ships and two whaling stations, in- 
stead of nine ships and three stations, 
as circumstances forced them to sell 
three ships and one station. 

In spite of this siteation the com- 
pany hopes to set 2 new record this

E. Berry, President of the 
Chesapeake and potomac 
Telephone Company, in which 
he questions the sincerity of 
the State in our effort to com- 
pel his company to abide by 
an agreement entered into by 
-him. deserves a reply. 
hen Mr. Berry notified 
me of his intention of violaty 
ing that part of his agreement 
with respect to the filing of a 
suspension bond, the State 
very naturally endeavored to 
prevent him doing that which 
he had agreed not to do.

has found exactly the right kind on 
Blackbeard island, off the coast of 
Georgig the ‘sland reputed to have 
been a refuge for the pirate Edward 
Teach, better known by bis more 
melodramatic name. 

Blackbeard they called him in the 
old days when his name sent a wave 
of terror flooding north from the Car- 
ibbean to the Virginia capes. His 
beard fell half-way to his waist and 
was decorated with a host of tiny rib- 
bons. When he -went inte action he 
looped the whiskers about his ears. 
took # pistol in both hands and placed 
a knife in his jaws. Slung on his 
back were three brace of extra pistols 
ip leather holsters, 

Biackbeard’s Career. 

Some of the tales told 6f him, which 
have received every apparent backing 
of evidence, are almost incredible. 
They take on the touch of reality 
when they are considered in the light 
of such a significant entry in his jour- 
nal as this: 

‘On such and such a day rum all 
out; our company somewhat sober; a 
damned confusion amongst us; rogues 
a-plotting; great talk of separation; 
80 I looked sharp for a prize; took 
one with 2 great deal of liquor on 
board, so kept the company hot, 
damned hot, then all things went well 
again.” 

Unlike many other famous pirates, - 
Blackbeard was never in actual com- 
mand of a ship until he broke out the 
skull and crossbones of the buccaneer. 
It ig believed that he was born in 
Bristol, Engiand, and that he operated 
in the West Indies as # privateer ip 
the War of the Spanish Succession. 
The year 1716 found him « practicing 
pirate in company with Capt. Benja- 
min Hornygoid. 

Blackbeard and his colleague 
scoured the main and even ventured 
as far north as the coast of Virginia. 
On their return, however, Hornygold 
decided te avail himself of the king” 
proclamation of amnesty to pirates 
who turned from thefr evil ways and 
surrendered to the British governor 
at Providence. Such security was no 
attraction te the fierce Blackbeard. 
now that he had tasted the joys of 
plracy on the high seas. He promptly 
Put 40 guns aboard 2 French mer- 
chantmat which and Hornygold 
had captured and named her Queen 
Anne's Revenge 
Cut Off His Head. 

Not long thereafter he fell in with 
the sloop of Stede Bonnet, himself a 
pirate of ne small ister fame, but 
then just starting out. When Black- 
beard discovered that Bonnet had 
scant knowledge of navigation he | 
brought him aboard his own craft and | 
put Captain Richards in charge of the 
other vessel. The waters near Ha- |

000 barrels have been taken out of 
the ground in the last’ five years.

Periods of Vacation 


Recognized as Need 
While the main purpose of’ a va- 
cation is to allow an employee 
period of rest as preparation for 
more strenuous months to follow, 
many firms seek to make the vaca- 
tion an incentive for staying on the 
job, says a writer in Dry Goods 
Economist. There is considerable 
yariation in vacation systems. In a 
survey it was found that sixteen 
concerns give two weeks’ vacation 
with pay to workers with a mini- 
mum service of from six months to 
2 year. Other concerns extend grad- 
uated vacations »ccording to length 
of service. One large company in 
Detroit follows a unique policy that 
gives an employee of six months’ 
Service one week with psy; an em- 
ployee of one to four years’ service 
two weeks with pay; five consecu- 
tive years. three weeks with pay, 
and ten years or more, four weeks 
with pay. In case an employee has 
fifteen years’ service, in addition to 
his four weeks, he gets 2 bonus of 
$50, and with twenty years’ service 
a bonus of $100. 














Japan Rejoices Over 
Coming Crop Sarplus 
A flood of sunshine is said to 
spread over Japan with the official 
announcement that 1926, like 1925, 
will bring a bumper crop of rice to 


cultural, while it is also prophesied 
that Korea will witness a rice crop 
increase of more than 10 per cent 
over last year. \ 

The exceptionally large crops of 
rice, other grains and cocoons last 
year served to stem the tide of 
economic depression for, the first 
time since the collapse of the war 
boom. The farmers of Japan last 
year increesed their income by ap- 
proximately three-quarters of a bil- 
lion yen, or half the national bud- 
get, over 1924. It was generally be- 
lieved that last year’s agricultural 
prosperity would just about serve 
to adjust rural indebtedness and re- 
store farmers from their economic 
exhaustion.—Trans-Pacific, Tokyo.
